X is a choline, or modified choline residue, or serine, ethanolamme, or 
glycerine group, or a synthetic modification thereof .

Claim 15 (previously presented): The composition of claim 14, wherein said 
nonneoplastic phospholipid is phosphocholine, serine, ethanolamine, glycerol. 

Claim 16 (previously presented): The composition of claim 10. wherein said sterol is 
cholesterol, or sitosterol in a sterol : alkylphospholipid molar ratio of 0-1 : 1 .
